A Sensation Which Had Its Origin on the Atlanta 
Boards Culminates Into a Divorce Suit of Na- 
tional Character—Clayburg’s Threats to 
Shoot—Met by a Policeman—Etc. 


PirtspukG, ¥a., December 14.—A suit for 
divorce was entered to-day in commen pleas 
court, No. 2, by Lilian S. Clayburg, the ac- 


busband, Edward Clayburg. Mrs. COlay- 
burg charges her husband with cruel and bar- 
barous treatment tosuch an extent that her 
life has become burdensome. She allleges 
that upon one occasion, at Grand : Rapids, 
Michigan, her husband assaulted her with*a 
revolver and threatened her Jife, and at. va- 


| treated her, making her life miserable, The 
| application was filed by John Barton & Sons, 
| attorneys for Mrs, Clayburg. The subpeéna 
was issued this morning and put inthe hands 
of Sheriff McCallin, and Mr. Clayburg was 
looked for ail the morning to serve the no 
tice upon, but he could not be found. This 
afternoon he came to the prothonatory’s, ac- 
companied by a friend, and inquired for Mr. 
Saint, clerk of common pleas, No. 2. 
THAT SICKLY SMILE. 

Mr. Saint was readily found, 
and gave Mr. Clayburg the petition for di- 
vorce filed by bis wife. He read it over 
hastily,and smiled as he waiked upand 
down the office for a moment or two, and 
then left the courthouse It was this busi- 
ness as well as illness, which brought Miss 
Spencer to the city freyuently of late al- 
though her family deniea it at the time, She 
is still at home, and while considered out of 
danger, is very much prostrated and will 
hardly be able to join her company this sea- 
son. Her connections are very wealthy, and 
from the first have been opposed to Clayburg. 
He wasa photographer, employed in New 
York. Missy Spencer went to thal city to ac- 
quire a practical knowiedged of what would 
be required of ber as an actress. Shortly 
after her arrival soe met Clayburg, and alew 
mouths later married him without notifying 
her friends. He immediately assumed the 
management of ber company. Clayburg ar- 
rived in the city this morning, and through 
Miss Hardy, a member of the Creole com- 
pany, made a desperate effort to secure an Irn- 
terview with his wife before the application 
for divorce’was fi ed. 

MISS HARDY 8 STATEMENT. 

Miss Hardy calied twice at the city _ resi- 
dence of Mrs. Ciaybarg’s mother, and used 
every endeavor to see Mrs. Clayburg, or Mrs. 
Spencer, privately. She said she hud a letter 
and some diamondsfor Mrs. Clayburg. Her 
request for an interview was refuseu. The 
second time she calied she was intltoduced to 
a pewspaper nian, to whom she unbosomed 
herself as follows: ‘“‘I have been a member 
of Mr. Ciayburg’s Creole company three 
weeks, having joined the combination at 
Springtieid, Liiinois At the request of Miss 
Huston, a personal friend of mine, and who 
touk MissSpencer’s place during her illness, 
I took the character of Marcella, that pre- 
viously played by Miss Potter, who had re- 
signed. [am here on my way to Syracuse, 
New York, where Il propuse to remain until 
the reorganization of the company, two weeks 
hence. Mr. Ciayburg has lelt the re mainder 
of his company in St Louis, Miss Huston’s 
home, and all are paid upto date, and their 
board guaranteed until the company may 
again be rerfiodeled. Mr. Clayburg came 
thus far with me, and although | understand 
there are some little family misunderstaud 
ing I am’sure Mr. Clayburg is honestly, truly 
and conscientiously devoted to his litule wile, 
as he terms ber, aundfrom St. Louis, whien 
place we left Monday night last, here be In- 
cessantly talked about her and the babe 
Piease do not mix me up in any family affair, 
if there isany. I ooly called here to see Mrs. 
Clayburg, or her mother, and to present the 
letterand diamonds.”” At first Miss Hardy 
denied that Clayburg was in the city, bat 
finally admitted that he was, and said he was 
on hisway to New York to complete the re- 
organization of the company and substitute 
the name Miss Huston for that of Lillian 
Spencer on the bills. Clayburg visited the 
newspaper offices to night and talked about 
the matter. He denied all the charges of 
crueity. His wife is at mer motuer’s country 
residence and can not be seen to-night. 

THE CUSTODY OF THE CHILD. 

Late this evening new and sensational fea- 
tures were added to the case. Word was re- 
ceived by Mrs, Clay: urg’s friends at Eusworth 
that Clayburg had expressed a determinatiou 
to see his wife and obtain possession of their 
two-year-old child if be had to commit mur- 
dertodo so. To prevent an unpleasant 
scene, Mrs, Clayburg and her child, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Spencer, her motber and an 
uncie immediately drove to the city. Before 
proceeding to their Pennsylvania avenue 
residence they visited the mayor's  ollice 
and secured the service of a policeman WW 
guard the house. Clayburg soon beard of 
their arrival and went to the house imme- 
diately. He walked boldly up the steps, but 
4S soon as he saw the biue coatin the Vesti 
bule his manner changed. He burst into tears 
and relate¢ a sorrowiultale. The officers 
were not affected, and gave Clayburg to un- 
derstand at once that he would have to keep 
away from the house At half-past 10 o'clock 
the correspondent called. When the door 
was opened the sound of a sweet yoice sing: 
ing.a tullaby was heard. A youug lady came 
into the hall, but stated that neitaer Mrs 
Clayburg norany of her friends could be 
seen. Later the house was visited again 
C[histime Mrs. Spencer, a digaified jady, 
came to the door and consented to make a 
statement. 

WHAT MES SPENCER SAYS 

“This is exceedingly distressing to us,”’ she 
said: ‘‘but we have been driven ty il by Clay- 
burg’s actions. He has haunted the house 
ail day, determined, be says, to see his wile 
and obtain possession of their child. My 
daughteris just recovering from a severe 
illness. Her wervesare completely unstrung, 
and an interview with her hasvaud might be 
attended with serious results. She has come 
home forshelter and she shall trave it, Chis 
explains the presence of the officer, Lillian 
is determined to obtaia a separation, and 
further promises from Clayburg quill be use- 
less. His treatment of my chiid has been too 
outrageuus.”’ : 

‘Has be actually ill-treated her?’ 

“There are more ways of abusing & person 
than one. I coftsider it almest barbarous 
that he should have compelled my daughter 
to appear on the stage nigutafter night, whem 
it was apparent to everybody that she was 
seriously ill and in spite of her earnest pro 
tests. * She was raised in [uxury, unaccus- 
tomed to any bardships, and couid only 
break down wien driven lize a serf.”’

The schedule 
of wages, which was published to-day, 
shows that 134 engineers earned an average 
of over 130 doliars during Nuvember, while 
some of them made over 200 dollars that 
month. The head engineer of the workshops, 
says that they will be reopened soon. 

PitrsBurRG, Pu., Deceniber 14—A special 
dispatch to the Commercial Gazette from 
Newburg, says: A serious riot took place 
last night at Blue mountain tunnel, near 
here, between the’[talian and negro laborers. 
During the night two of the latter broke into 
ashanty containing provisions for laborers, 
and were discovered in the act. The alarm 
Was given and about 300 Italians attacked 
the negroes of the camp with shotguns and 
pistols. The negroes being unarmed defend- 
ed themselves with clubs an’ stones, but 
were finally forced to seek shelter after four of 
of their number had been wounded, one fa- 
tally and three Others quite serivusly. The 
latter will probably recover, although their 
bodies were filled withshot. This morning riot- 
ing was .enewed and the negros were driven 
away. Everything is now quiet and no fur- 
ther troubie is apprebendea.

Bismarck. It was not intended to drag the 
vatican into any alliancé, or induce it to juin 
any political group. “The reconciliation of 
the vatican with the quirinal is a matter for 
the fu tre, not for the present. It is quite 
possible that Germany will be the future in- 
strument to effect the reconciliation. Ger- 
many would be a very suitable medium for 
the purpose, when the time comes.’ Herr 
von Schloezer held a cqnference to-day with 
Cardival Jac bini, pontificial secretary of 
state, wpon the questlon of the’ cardinal’s 
visit on behalf ot the pope to the Crown 
Prince Frederick William, of Germany, in 
return for the prince's visit from the pupe. 
The matter is one diflicult to be adjusted, as 
the prince, while in Rome, will reside at the 
palace of the quirinal, the residence of King 
Humbert. Tue pope is in consultation with 
the curdinalse concerning the visit of the 
Crown Prince Frederick William. 
THE FRENCH IN TONQUIN, 

LONDON, Decemoder 14 —A dispatch to the 
Standard trom Hanoi, dated Yecember 5th, 
cOufirms the report of tie breaking outof a 
revoiution at Hue, and of the murdering of 
King Hiephema, he new king of Auam 
is Tiephoa. [he influence of the apn- 
ti French maudarins is paramount 
at Hue, and war against France 
has been proclaimed. The French 
force in charge of Hue js insufficient to meet 
the new da: ger, and reinforcements are nec- 
essary. 

Advices from. Hai Phong, dated the 7th 
instant, state that the murder of King 
Kiephena of Anam was instigated by China. 

Toe French government is still without 
any infurmation relative to tne reported rev- 
olution at Hue, aud the poisoning of the An- 
amite king. Itis well known, huwever, tuat 
the king’s position has been a very difficult 
one. Since fhe signing of the treaty with the 
French 800 French troops occupy forts at 
Haie and on the river, and seven gunboats 
are stationed in the town. The government, 
therefore, has no fear for the safety of iis 
forces there. The report of the arrival at 
Marseilles of M,Tricon was erroneous. If the 
news from Hne should be confirmed, Tricon, 
who is'about to proceed to Hanoi from Saizen, 
would probably be sent to him, with a mission 
in the interests of the French government. 

THE FRENCH OFF MADAGASCAR, 

Additional acvices of the French bom bard- 
ment of Madagascar ports states that the 
I'rench admiral gave no notice to the people 
on shore before opening fire up- 
on the Naheman, nor offered to 
secure the safety of ihe British citizens by 
taking them on board of his vessels On leav 
ing that place the French offered to convey 
all British subjects to Tamitave. The offer was 
accepted, as the people had lost everything, 
and feared the resentment of the natives, 
who might bold them responsible for their 
misfortunes. When passing Mocambo, while 
returning to Tamator the French commander 
observed the flag of Hvvas again flying ever 
the town. He then bombarded the place for 
the third time, but finally passed on, leaving 
the fley flying. ’

Messis. J. P. Billups & Co., cotton commission 
merchants, sent word to the cotton exchange, that 
they would be nnable to meet the firm’s contracts. 
The house has been doing a large business, and a)- 
most every activé broker on charge had deals with 


it, very many of which were atillopen. The an- 
nouncement of the failure. which was coupled with 
the statement that the obligations amounted to 
about $500,000, therefore, caused sumething like 
cousternation, although the fact Was suspected 
that Billnps & — Co, were in trouble, 
The market was affected by the news and cotioa de- 
clined several points. It was said on ’change that 
the failure was brought about by unfortunate spec- 
ulations on the part of the firm. Its capital was put 
down atonly $75,000, but the partuers did a very 
large business, and took daripg cbances.. They lost 
about $40,000 by the failure of milis in Canada, it 
was seid, and were hurt by Rarger’s failure in Liv- 
erpool reeently. They found themselves rather 
heavily om the wrong side of the market and made 
an unsuccessful attempt to hedge. Their» ff«'rs were 
brought to a crisis by the protest of $41,000 of their 
paper in Liverpool. The firm war composed of 
Jacob P, Billups, Jonn M. Billups, 
and Alexander ©, Burgess, the former being the 
exehange member. (he business had been estab- 
lished since July, 1880, with a capital of $100,000. 
he senior member hac been with Sims, Billups & 
Co., of Mobile. Mr Burgess was taken into the 
tirm in June, 1882. He had been with Duncan 
Sherman & Co They had drswn upon him and 
he was involved in their fallure to the extent of 

1,250,000. This was discharged through bankrupt- 
cy. The affairs of the firm hed been in a bad way 
for three weeks past, and thetrrating at Bradstree(’s 
and other commercial agencies bad been with- 
drawn, and wheu it was ascertained that the firm's; 
bills of exchange drawn against four thousand 
bales Of eotton bad been protested for non-aceept 
ance, some of the paper in bank, whieh the firm 
had diseounted was also protested. 
Mr, J. P, Billaps said that the exteutof the 
liabilities would be about $600,000.

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Religious Services to be Heid ta the New Usaltarian 


Church to Morrow Morning. 

The pretty chapel erected by the Unitarians 
on their estate at the corner of Church ana 
Forsyth streets, isnearly completed. Services 
will be heid there for the first time to-morrow 
morning. The main body of the building is 
of brick and wood, the roof and upper portion 
of the street front, of Akron tiies. The in 
terior finish is entirely of wood, in cherry and 
the natural tint of the Georgia pine.

At the side of the audience room is the mib- 
ister’s study, and at the rear, a ladies’ parlor, 
which is easily added to the auditorium, and 
a room for the library, over which is the gal- 
lery. The windows are of new rolied giass, 
in tints barmonizing with the interior finish, 
and the whole effect is harmonious and ayree- 
able. 

The architects have succeeded in securing 
just what was needed, a cheerful, useful and 
exceedingly convenient building, nice and 
even dainty in detail, aud yery satisfactory 
to the eye, at a reasonable cost. The society 
owns the whole estate, including P:ofesscr 
Mean’s school building, which they bave put 
in thorough repair. With the growth of the 
society which will doubtless keep pace with 
that of the city, a larger edifice will be erect- 
ed on the corner of the lot. Regular services 
will be held on Sundays in the chapel, and 
there will also be a special service on Carist 
mas day at eleven o'clock, to which, as to all, 
the services in the church, the public will be 
cordially invited.
